Upon being 
told by Mr. Darnall that the bills were in the 
rear ofthe store, Lewman and Ricketts at- 
tempted toenter and seize them, but were 
promptly met at the door by Mr.Darnall witha 
revolver and warned to fall back. After greut 
sweering and threatening the mob again 
dispersed.

COLUMBUS, O., Octoher 12, 2 p.m —Atihis 
writing nothiny is definitely known of the re- 
sult in this state. The weather is magnificent, 
and this means that an extraordinarily large 
vote will be polled. The agregate will not fall 
below 600,000, which is only 55,000 less than 
the vote called outin the Presidential contes 
four years ago. Forthslast ten days the Re- 
publicans have experienced a buoyant feeling. 
The State is reliably Republican on a full vote 
ant the campaign just closed has beenso ex 
citing that but littie hone is left of Democratic 
success. At Democratic headquarters here 
themanagers putona hopeful air and talk 
about a victory, but itis quite evident that 
they are not at @j] sanguine. There are few 
outside issues to distract the voters, and the 
contest willshow the relative strength of the 
parties quite fairly. The Greenbackers, 
Workingmen and Probibitionists cut no figure. 
The canvass on both sides has been condu2ted 
on Nationalissues. The Chairman ofthe Re- 
publican State Committee; fixes his party 
majority at not less than 20,000, while the 
Demacrats are not willing to concede more 
than 8,000 at the outside, It is estimatea 
that $300,000 have been expended inthe state 
in whooping up the voters, and that ought to 
produce results. 

A good deal of interest is felt in the Con. 
gressional elections. My advices are tnat Sam 
Hunt will beat Butterworth inthe First (Cin- 
cinnati) District, which willbe a Democratic 
gain. Itis dcubttul whetber Banning (Dem.) 
will be able to overcome Young’s majority in 
the Second. Frank Hurd will have a close 
fightin the Seventh, er Toledo District. The 
reapportionment last winter left him witn a 
Republican majority of about 1,500 to over- 
come. He has madea gallant fignt, but the 
managers here aie afraid that he may be lost. 
Durbin Ward (Dern.) will probabiv pullthrouch 
mn the Third District. His opponent, Morey, 
is by no means strong or popular. McMahon, 
the sitting Democratic memberin theold lThivd 
District, may pull through, but his marsin 
ix quite small. Heisathird term candidate, 
yna the new district can hardly be called Dem- 
corntic. Uniess the Republicans shonid enjoy 
a tide! wave, nootber clbanges in the Cuu- 
gressiounl] re presentation are Jikely. 

Judging by pest political campysigns, I am 
inclined to concece the Republicans a major- 
itv of from 5,00u to 8,000.

The Roof Falls in, Burying the 
Brave Fire Laddiés. 


Rapid Speed of the Conflagration---The 
Less and Insurance---Full Details. 


Burned.

CHICAGO, October 12.—The Academy of Muasg- 
ic burned this morning. A dozen firemen were 
buried intheruins. Sixof them were taken 
out.

CHICAGO, October 12.—The Academy ot Mn- 
sic, owned by Wm, Emmett, situated in West 
Halstead street, was totally destroyed by fire 
this morning. One fireman fatally injured and 
five severely hurt. s 


The Fire. 
SBpecial to the Post-Dispatch., 

CHICAGO, October 12.—AXbout 10 o’clock this 
morning smoke was seen issuing from the root 
ol the Avademy of Music, on Halstead street 
near Madison. The alarm was turned on at 
once, but when the firemen arrived on the 
scenethe whole roof was ablaze. A second 
alarm was at once turned on and ia 
a rew moments a dozen engines 


were on the spot and a dozen streams thrown 
onthe burning roof. Ladders were run up to 
the top ot the building and others were pluced 
onthe adjoining buildings. Fire Marshal W1l- 
liams and ua large number of firemen, chiefly 
from the book and lnuder com- 
panies, ascended to toe roof 
and worked energetically to qnench 
the fierce flames, but without success. [nthe 
meantime thousands ot people had gathered 
in the adjoining streets, attractea Dy the 
smoke and noise, to witness 
THE SECOND DESTRUCTION 
of the beautiful Acnzuemy. The fire had been 
burning tor about fifteen winutes, 
when suddenliv ay crash was heard 
and smoke and dust were seen to burst from 
the windows in front of the building. Fora 
moment all was comparatively > see and no 
one seemed to realize what had happene’. 
Then asbout wentup from the flreuwenj wiv 
wele standingen the top of the north wall 
or the building. that the root nad 
fallen in. A few winutes later a fireman with 
his tuce coverea with blood was taken Off the 
rcot. A little late Fire Murshal Williams 
came our ol the main entrance, 
STAGGERING, WET AND BLOODY. 

He was supported by acouple of men, and 
taken into a neighboring saioon. He revived 
inn few moments and went out to assist in 
rescuing themen who were stillin the build. 
ing. Among those who went through the 
roof was Anderson, amember ot Hook and 
Ladder Cowpany No. 2. le came out without 
ascratcb. With bim went down Daly, Heil- 
man and Pat O’UCennor, members of the 
same company. O'Connor was saved fromthe 
rocf, net baving fullen clear to the bottom. He 
was taken into a diug store, where bis wounds, 
which were chiefly about the head, were dre3s- 
ed. 

THE CONFUSION WAS TERRIBLE, 

but the firemen, assisted by bulwinkle’s fire 
patrol mede heroic efforts to rescue the 
men who were stilliu the Duilding. 
tour weretuken out, but the others remaiael. 
No one knows how wanvy there were, some si1y 
tive or six and some say more. After a great 
deal of oifliculty they were, it is believed, ail 
recovered. Dunker, of Hook and Ladde® 
Compuny No. 3, reccived several cuts aboate 
thernght leg. Lienvt. Palmer was hadly cut 
about the lower limbs. Fireman Tagiley was 
reported missing, but afterwards turned up all 
right. Theodore B: rnhardt, of Engine No.14 
wus badiy burned and receive 
nternai injuries, which are believed to 

e fatal. Assistant Fire Marshal Petry 
was one of the injured.

COCOANUTS IN FiJl. 


How the Nuts are Picked, Packed and 
Exported and the Uses to Which The. 
Are Put. 
Chief-Justice Gorrie in Contempurary Review. 
Our sojourn on the island for the next ten 

days, however, far more than compensated 

forthe trouble.

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More Salmon than Water. 
Alaska Letterin San Francisco Bulletin. 

As for the salmon, as seen this morning 
urgivg their Way up the swift, brawling, cur- 
reut—teus of thousands of them, side by side, 
with their backs out of water in shallow 
places—nothing that I could write may pos- 
sibly give anything like a fair conception of 
the extravagance of their numbers. There is 
more salmon apparently, bulk for bulk, than 
water. Infording the stream the writhing 
multitudes, crowding against one another, 
could not get out of one’s way. One of our 
men waded out in the midst of them and 
amused himself by seizing them above the tail 
and swinging them over his head. Thousands 
of them could thus be taken by hand while 
they are making their way overx the shallows 
among the stones. Whatever may be said of 
other resources of tha territory, it is hardly 
possible to exaggerate the importaace of her 
fisheries. Notto mention cod, herring, hali- 
but, etc., there are probably not less than a 
thousand salmon streams in Southeastern 
Alaska as large or larger than this one (about 
forty feet wide) crowded with fine salmon 
every year. Tbe sun commenced this year 
moretban a month ago, and the King Salmon, 
one of the five species recognized by the In- 
dians. Was running ia the Chilcat River about 
the middle of last November.

War Reminiscences of a Rebeb Elec- 
tricity Slivger. 
From a Letter by Ex-Gov. Bullock. 


Many times, and in various ways through 
life, my practical experience as a telegrapher 
has been of valuable service to me. It is, 
perhaps, not entirely forgotten that, afew 
years ago, there was a ‘“‘misunderstanding”’ 
among the politicians, and that ultimately the 
able-bodied men on either side made agood 
deal of noise about it. Well, I was onthe 
South side of that noise, and, being patriotic 
but pot beligerant, 1 gave my uniform to a 
chap who thought he had an enemy, and de- 
voted my energies to finding some way to 
serve the Confederacy etliciently that did not 
at the same timeinvolve the riskof astray 
bullet deprivind the Government of my use- 
fulness. There were quite a number offother 
patriotsinthe express company’s manage- 
ment who harmonized on my idea, and, 
as Ry natural consequence, we 
were soon impressed with the _ great 
necessity that existed for the express 
companyto build and operate telegraph 
wires over routes not covered by existing 
lines. Several of us were also stockholders 
in the American Telegraph Company, and 
when the noise heretofore spoken of inter- 
fered with ‘*sound reading’’ between Wash- 
ington and Richmond, we felt it to be our 
auty to take charge of tne lines this side, and 
we becomethe “Southern Telegraph Com- 
pany.’’ You will see tnat, withall this array 
of usefulness, it would, indeed, be an ua- 
wise and thoughtless, not to say hard-heart- 
ed, conscript. officer who could believe it his 
duty to send us to the front. as musket bear- 
ers! Ifhe could see, as many of them did, 
the tireless industry with which the express 
devoted themselves to the study of dots and 
dashes—beating a tattoo for freedom on 
office desks, car safes, eating-hoeuse tables, in 
factanywhere that would echothe evidence 
that they were telegraphers and entitled to 
exemption—the cerwNficates of ‘‘detail on tele- 
graph duty’’ would be sureto come. 

To pass the inspection of the conscript offi- 
cers it was necessary forthe traveller to have 
‘“dutv orders,” “furlough,” “exemption pa- 
pers,” or a black skin, and you can therefore 
imagine the satisfaction a patriot would feel 
when he exhibited his detail as a telegraph 
operator and knew that he was more likely 
to serve his country to theend of the war 
than the poor fellow with but one arm or one 
leg traveling home on furlough. 

Many of the inconveniences] of the early 
telegraph days were repeated here during the 
war. Insulators were made of clay with a 
common glazing. For wire we Wepended on 
the uncertainties of blockade running and the 
Morris Wire Mill at Richmond, which turned 
out only short lengths, and few of those. Oid 
magnets were rewound and old mstruments 
1etuilt. Nitric acid was hardly obtainable, 
and substitutes had to be discovered and 
used; but the wires were kept working and 
new lines were built. 

When General Sherman started on his ex- 
cursion from Atlantato Richmond, via Sa- 
vannah, active industries on that route were 
inaugurated for telegraphers as well as 
fighters. The coast lines were generally 
abandoned, and nearly all the business was 
transmitted over the express wires. 

On the morning of the evacuation of Colum- 
bia, I left our office and affairs there in charge 
of Mr. Soule, our telegraoh operator, and 
that night I, being at General Beauregard’s 
headquarters, held telegraphic communica- 
tion with Soule, be being in Columbis and 
within General Sherman’s command. This, 
] presume, was the only peaceful communi- 
caiion ever held by telegraph between the 
contending parties during the war, and 
migbt, perhaps, have been less peaceful for 
Soule and myself if it had been Known to 
either commander. 

Probably the most useful service ever ren- 
dered by our telegrapo was in transmitting 
information of the surrender, and orders 
from General Sherman, at Laleigh, to 
General Wilson, at Macon, to cease overa- 
tions, thereby saving Macon, Ausgausa and 
ot}er places from hostile occupation. ‘The 
express wires through the interior o’ tae 
couptry were the only owes in operation at 
ihat time. : 


THE EYE OF AN EAGLE. 
An Fogtish Resident of Michigan With 
au Most Peculiar Optic. 
Cer. Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Just north of Battle Creek, in the town of 
Hope, Barry county, Michigan, lives an En- 
glisbman by the name of E. Guelph, but who 
is familiarly known among his neighbor 
farmers as **English Ed,” and sometimes as 
the ‘‘Eye Man,’’ which appellation he derived 
frcm a most peculiar optic which he possess- 
es. Hearing many wonderful stories of this 
person’s observing powers,areporter took 
cccasion to invite him into his office a few 
days ago, and from him gleaned the following 
nairative, Which is given as near as possible 
in bis own language, ’*barring the accent:” 

‘*T am thirty-two years ola,’ began he, af- 
ter he bad beem asked for his hlstory, ‘‘and 
have always been in good health. To look at 
me you would see no difference from other 
common men.” And, indeed, upon surveying 
his build and personal appearaace, nothing 
extraordinary was observab! ein this small, 
red-faced English farmer, more than could 
be seen in the countenance of any beef-eating, 
ale-drinking Englishman. 

‘‘But,’’? he resumed, “‘mv eyes are a won- 
der to myself andto scientific men. There 
was nothing extraordinary noticeable about 
them till in my sixteenth year, when, while 
walking on the farma bent sapling suddenly 
became loosened and struck me with consider- 
able force across my nose and righteye. For 
several days that eye was blinded, and I fear- 
ed that I had lostits sight entirelv. I could 
distinguish light from darkness, but could 
see no object. 

‘One duy, While in the field, the bandage 
became loosened which was worn over the 
eye, and on looking up I _ beheld thmgs 
strangely mixed. ‘The house, which was a 
considerable distance away, appeared much 
nearer. I shut one eye, and found that while 
objects and distances appeared the same as 
before to the left eye, When viewed through 
my right eye alone they seemed muich nearer, 
and could be seen with greater distinceness 
than before when near to them. 

**Tn fact, as we have since found out, the 
liens of the right eye was.so compressed by the 
accident as to make it far-seeing, anda sort

A BROAD CHRISTIANITY. 


An English Preacher Proposes a New 
Confession of Faith. 
From the London Times. 


Dr. Joseph Parker, pastor of the City Tem- 
ple, and a Congzegntione: minister of some 
rominence in England, sends the following 
eitertothe Times: ‘‘The boldness of the 
roposal I am about to submit warrants me 
n seeking for ita place in columns no less 
distinguished than you own. You havere- 
cently published reports of the Primate’s vis- 
itation addresses, ang aday or two ago you 
commented upon them inatone with which 
my proposal will distinctly narmonize. I 
cannot but express very deep satisfaction 
withthe authoritative addresses which are 
delivered from many of our acciesiastical 
chairs from time to time. As sectarian 
or denominational addresses they are 
admirable, and are justly applauded by 
thecompanies for which they were pre- 
pared: but, viewed in their larger relations, 
I cannot but feel that they are often wholly 
outside the thinking of one section of the 
community, and the immediate need of 
another. Has notthetime come when the 
points of union should be magnified and the 
points of difference be reduced to a mini- 
mum? My own impresssion is that there are 
thousands of Christians in England who have 
no connection with the sects, and who, 
strange as it may appear, are not aware of 
their own Christianity. This anamolyis to 
be accounted for bv the fact that in the hands 
of the sects Christianity has become a set of 
theological opinions and definitions, instead 
of being left as the spirit of self-sacrifice for 
the good of others. Coaristianitygis not a 
form, itis aspirit; it knows nothing of ar- 
ticles, cateebisms, standards, and sub- 
scriptions to tests or creeds. All these are 
merely human arrangements or conveniences, 
and if not kept mtheir proper places they 
will do more mischief than is in the p»wer of 
atheism to effect. Ido not hesitats to say 
that sectarian theology is the most mis- 
chievous influence of the aze. Men who think 
carefully and broadly will never be united on 
this basis; it is too narrow, too vague and 
too controvertible. Is it not possible to find 
a point at which ali reverent thinkers will 
unite in cordial fellowship? In my opinion it 
is quite possible, and, if possibile, it must be 
infpitely desirable. Whoever adopts amd 
practices the principle of self-sacrifice for the 
good of others is, in my view, aliving Cnhris- 
tian, Whatever he may think of any point in 
so-called dogmatic theology. He may not 
even be a theologian at all; and, if not, so 
much the better, unless he be a man of very 
«xceptional inteliectual and moral capacity. 
I make the broadest possible distinction be- 
tween Christianity-and theology, and my 
proposal is to operate upon that distmetion by 
encouraging the formation of an melusive 
alliance, Whose one principle of union shall be 
that self-sacrifice for the good of others is the 
true law cf life. Christians must come to the 
rescue of Christianity wben it 1s disfigured by 
scctarian badges and compelied to speak 
the alien language of sectarian definitions 
and orthodoxies. I do not propose to 
interfere with anything that is legiti- 
mate in denomipationalism. As long as the 
world endures men who think alike will 
unite forthe propagation of their opinions, 
and this is most wise and proper; but my in- 
quiry 18 Whether there is not below and above 
all Qenominational formations a principle 
which can unite and inspire men of the most 
diverse theological convictions, and whether 
that principle ought not to be primarily rec- 
ognized +o astoset adl differences ih their 
just relationship and perspective. I cannot 
but beieve thatthere is a nobler word than 
Pan-Anglican, Pan-Presbyterian, or Pan- 
Methodism, and that nobler word is Pan- 
Christian. The Trinitarian and the Unitarian 
are both Christians, so are the Calvinist and 
the Arminian; but when do they ever meet 
on the broad ground of Christianity and 
make a common declaration that their re- 
ligion is deeper than their theology ? I leave 
my proposal of an inclusive ailiance or asso- 
ciation to make its own impression on your 
readers, and I hope that his Grace the Arch- 
bisbop of Canterbury will not regard the sug- 
gestion as out of harmony with his broad 
ard generous addresses. ”’

A Choctaw Lad Keeps His Word. ’ 
From the Muscogee (Ark.)Indian Journal. 


The execution of Chester Dixon, convicted 
of murder at the last term of the Circuit Court 
of the Choctaw Nation, took place Friday, at 
noon, im the presence of but a small number 
of people. Chester Dixon, the murderer, 
was a young full-blooded Choctaw, about 
seventeen years of age. He was subject to 
fits, during which he often lost tontrol of him- 
self. He was,aside from this malady, con- 
sidered rather a bright boy. He was tried ae- 
cording tothe Choctaw taw by a competent 
jury. He was found guilty, and sentenced to 
be shot on September 10,atnoon. He was 
allowed to go home from the court-room ua- 
restrained, except by his parole of honor to 
be at the Court-house at Atokaatthe hour 
appointed for hisexecution. Choctaw laws 
provide for no appeal,else his case would 
have been reconsidered, for after his convic- 
tion be was attacked with a fit, which proved 
conclusively that he was subject to temporary 
aberration, during which it is presumed he 
was irresponsible for his actions. His attor- 
ney guree the trial had not made any such 
plea, and the sentence of death haviog been 
pronounced, it was Whalterable. On Thurs- 
day Dixon came to Atoka with his stepfather 
for the purpose of ordewing his coffin. He 
had his. measure taken, and gave the orders 
forthe dispcsition of his body without the 
least appearance of concern. On Friday 
morning about 100 persons, most of wnom 
were whites, gatbered about the Court-house 
to witness the execution. Upto within half 
an hour of the appointed time Dixon had not 
appeared. Our reporter asked his companion 
whether there was not some likelihood of the 

risoner breaking his parole. ‘‘If heis alive 

e will be here within ten minutes, just as sure 
as the sun shines.’’ Hardly had the words 
been spoken when a murmups of ‘‘Here he 
comes!" was heard on uli sides,and there 
rose up ayoung fellow, slight of build, tall 
apd straight, but rather awkward in his 
movements. Alighting from his pony, the 
boy approached a little knot of Indtan women 
who were gathered about a blazing iog. With- 
out giving any attention to those about him, 
be sat down by astump, and, hangimg down 
bis head, seemed lost in meditation. Pres- 
ently a venerable old Indian approached the 
boy and spoke to bim jn,the Choctaw tongue, 
bidding him, as the interpreter said, to meet 
his fate as became a Choctaw brave; to re- 
member that nothing but his life would atone 
for the life he had taken, and not to make 
the expiation grudgingly. but to meet his 
death feeling that his people had done justice 
in condemning him. While the old man was 
talking Dixon held his head down, but at the 
conciusion of the speech he looked up, held 
out bis hand, and in the hearty grasp he gave 
the old man’s band seemed toimply that he 
would not falter, and he never did through- 
oufit all.

Thos. W. Keene—Grand Opera house. 

A new star appesaied in the tirmameat of 
the legitimate drama last evening, and, al- 
though its light was occasionally flickering 
.nd unsteady, the purity and brilliancy of its 
rays at once proclzimed it of the first magni- 
tude. The metaphorical ‘star’? was no other 


than Mr. Thomas Wallace Keene, whose ad- 
yent on the stage of the Grand Opera- house 
was awaited by one of the most densely- 
packed audiences that even Its_ capacious 
suditorium has contained. Public interest 
had been greatly stimulated, and there 
was inteuse curiosity to see 
how the actor, whose previous 
ifforts in St. Louis bad been con- 
fivedto biurxiesgue and melodrama, would 
succeed in the new and arduous road which 
he ass:yed totravel. The resultant was that 
a thoroughly representative house 
present to gieetibe new trazedian’s debut in 
hisrole of ReenardItl. Every seat was 0c- 
eu picd and even standing room was scarce, 
which initself wes a compliment rareiv 
paid to amy star ov our theater _ patrons. 
“Richuid IIL.? has been 
chosen by Keeneas the principal cdaaracter 
in his first season’s reperioire. A more dif- 
feultor arducus assumption could scircely 
nave been selected; but it wastherefore con- 
sidered as 2 test g@effurt, one in 
vw bich ali the actor’s abilities 
would pe brought into play and one waich 
would enable the public Lo gauze tne worth 
of his hisirionic talent. Keene’s personation of 
the erook-bucked Gloster was a marked and 
instantaneous success. As he walked on the 
stage with the-haglting gait which tradition 
assigus the Jast of the dynasty of the House 
of York be was greeted with around of ap- 
plause which must have assured him of tae 
kipoly feeling of the audience towards him. 
Every scurd was hushed as Keene com- 
menced the well-known soliloquy, ‘‘Now is 
the winter of our discon ent made glorious 
summer by this sun of York.” 
The monologue was delivered with 
fine elocutionary effect and the 
varying inflections of the voice as he railed at 
his own déformities, shaving and phrasing 
eacb passage ofthe text with cultured and 
scholarly judgment, bespoke at ou.ce the frn- 
ished artist. A salvo of applause from the 
spectators at the conclusion of his intial 
declamatory effort sufticed to show that the 
audience was thoroughly cx rapport with the 
actor ard that he had already ucnieved a suc- 
cess. Thescene and murder of King Heary 
completed the twiumph, and thenceforth 
Keene haa smooth sailing. Theianate brutal- 
ity and blocdiness Of Glort21’s character as he 
threw away the mask before the upbdraid- 
ings of the hapless king were depicted 
witb revolting fidelitv, and the cynical 
ruthlessness of the hunchbacied monarch was 

ainted in the most graphic and vivid colors. 
‘bheentbusiasm of the audience was ua- 
bounded, and at the fall of the curtain Keene 
was tumultuously called for. In the cele- 
brated wooing scene betwixt Lady Anne and 
Gloster. Keene threw off the shackles of tra- 
dition and played the wily,’audacious lover 
with a freedoin, boldness and naturalness of 
manner which are rarely nret with. Theduel 
of sarcastic wit was keenly tempered aad 


bot a point was lost. Toe hypocritical, plead- | 


ing lover was played with perfect dissimula- 
lion and no greater contrast or greater dis- 
piay of the actor’s versatilitv could be 
sought than in the preceding scene, wherein 
the bloody Gloster bad murdered the de- 
throned Piantagenet, and the one wherein he 
wooed the Jady whose husband he had butch- 
ered. While enacting the penitent though 
ardent lover, the actor’s art was evident in 
the glimpses of his sardonic, hypocritical 
cynicism toward the object of his affection. 
A finelv artistic and finished scene was 
where Gloster implored his mother’s bless- 
ing. The tilial reverence was sketched wito 
« finely drawn underlying contempt which 
was consummate art. <A further illustration 
of the bypocrisy with which Richard veiled 
his ambiticus purposes was exhibited 
in the interview with the Mayor of Londoa. 
Deeply erwgaged in religious. meditations, 
using the cloak of relieion for effect, the 
haltiz.g tyrant coyly and rejuctantly consented 
to accept the proffered crown. The sudden 
transition to the exuberance of joy as he was 
leftalone with Buckingham and there was no 
longer need of disguise was protrayed with 
an effeat which was electrical upon the an- 
dience. Keene’s peculiarly nervous and real- 
istic style was emploved with .startling force 
in the tent scene, and tbe 
Give me anotber horse—bind up my wounds— 
Have mercy, Jesu!—soft' I did but dream, 
was a masterpiece of vivid realixm. ‘The 
audience was thrilled with the startling out- 
burst and was held spellbound by the picture 
of the ambitious king who had waded re- 
orselessly through blood to place the dia- 
em on bis brow, only to at last show that he 
too was human, and that his conscience, 
which so Jong bad jain dormant, in his direst 
necessity revived to sting and torture him. 
The fear and agony of the momentarily su- 
perstitious tyrant, the renewed outburst at 
the sightof Catesby, the graphic collapxe 
when he recognizes afriend, and the still 
greater effort when, by the mere force of his 
will, he masters his mental fcmht, were 
magnificent bursts of true dramatic geniu.~. 
‘Tbe coinbat scene was worked up with spien- 
dideffect, andthe death of Richard wis 
another bit of realistic art The eurtaio fell 
and only one verdict Was beard: Keene was 
agreat Richard. The tragedian avoided 
throughout that endency to rant whiebisa 
distinguishing feature of most Richards, and 
the light and shade of his elocution, the ex- 
cellent phrasing and modulation of his voice 
were marked with cultured  seholarship. 
Meene will probably become the greatest 
Richard of the day. Witna little more ex- 
perience and a little leveling of the rugged 


spots, the whole portraiture will be complete | 


and tinished. 

Although a few crudities were nd@ticeable here 
and there, the entire performance was a re- 
markable one, full of dramatic fire and gen- 
lus, and thorougblv magnetic. The principal 
support of Mr. Keene was Miss Henrietta 
Vaders, who, as Queen Elizabeth, although 
unknown and unheralded here, made a 
great hit. This lady is gifted with rare dra- 
matic talent, and we shall be much mistaken 
if she does not muke a mark in ber profes- 
tion. She is one of the very best leading la- 
dies we have seen here. Miss Grace Roth, as 
the Prifce of Wales,declaimed her lines intel- 
ligently and acted with acaptivacing grace. 
The remaincer of the support was up to the 
average company. To-night, Richard IIL.: 
to-morrow matinee, Shylock; to-morrow 
evening, Richelieu.

The income ofthe city 
proper is about $3,000,000 annually; and it is 
to be feared they do pot do with sucn vast re- 
sources all the yood they might. The differ- 
ent guilds are declared not to take any actfWe 
part in developing the interests or progress of 
the bandicrafts they are presumed to have 
under their care, and the intentions of many 
pious founders are believed, neither in spirit 
nor letter, to be strictly carried out.

Eastern affairs which twenty years ago 
would have seemed impossible. 


, In Indiana the struggle to-dayis be- 
tween the candidates for Governor— 
Franklin Landers, Democrat, and Albert 
G. Porter, Republican. The former is a 
plain man of business, a pork-packer by 
trade, as honest as the day is long and as 
conscientious as a Quaker. He has 
walked over every county in the State 
buying hogs and jis exceedingly popular 
with the masses. Mr. Porter is an austere 
gentleman with aristocratic bearing anda 
tendency toward kid gloves. He has oc- 
cupied official positions in Washington for 
a long time and is rather unapproachable. 
He has been spoiled for circulation in In- 
diana. All minor issues have been lost 
sight of in the contest between the 
standard-bearers, and though they repre- 
sent in their candidacy the great national 
issues to be determined next month, the 
contest to-day will be measured by them. 


TO-DAY’S ELECTION. 

If the Democrats sueceed to-day in In- 
diana it will be not only against the most 
extraordinary and unscrupulous struggle 
ever made by the Republican party, not 
only against the most lavish expenditure 
of money, against fraud, repeating, ne- 
gro colonization, importation of voters 
from Illinois, etc., but also against 
several grave mistakes made by 
themselves. For it might as well 
be admitted that the nomination 
of Landers was by no means the strongest, 
while that of English was certainly the 
weakest that could have been made. Had 
either Gov. Hendricks or Senator McDon- 
ald been nominated instead of Mr. English, 
the Republicans would probably have made 
no contest at all in Indiana, bat saved their 
money for New York and New Jersey. 


Indiana hag, practicaily, been a Demo- f 


cratic State since 1870. The Republicans 
carried the State but once in the 
last ten years, and that was in 1872, when 
the Greeley deluge ruined everything. But 
even at that elecdion Mr. Hendricks was 
elected Governor by about 1,000 votes, 
though the remainder of the Democratic 
ticket was beaten by a small majority. Very 
close elections are not unusual in Indiana. 
It was over a fortnight after the day of 
election in 1872 before it was known who 
was elected Governor. In 1876 Tilden 
and Hendricks carried the State by the re- 
markably close vote of 213,526 against 208,- 
011 for Hayes. Butas Cooper received 
9,553 Greenback votes, Mr. Tilden only 
had a plurality, not a majority. At tue 
last election in 1878, this Greenback vote 
sprang up from to 39,415, The 
Democratic candidates were elected by a 
plurality ofabout 14,000. Butifit is remem- 
bered that the Greenbackers then polled 
about 40,000 votes, at least half of which 
have since returned to the old parties; 
that the tota: vote of 1878 was 20,000 less 
than in 1876, and that there will be a con- 
siderable increase of new voters this year, 
it will become apparent that, though 
Indiana is Democratic, the margin is small 
enough to make the result doubtful if 
blunders are committed or whenever such 
an extraordinary Republican effort is made 
as the one which culminates to-day at the 
polls. 

Besides, history shows that Indiana is 
quite changeable. Up to 1836 the State 
gave Democratic majorities regularly and 
But that year the Whig candi- 
date, Harrison, reversed the State by a 
majority of 9,000, and in 1840 his majority 
was 13,607. This seemed to fix the State 
in the Whig line, but in 1844 it gave Polk a 
majority of 2,300, and in 1848 gave Cass a 
majority of 4,800 over Taylor. The State 
remained in the Democratic line until 
1860, when it gave Lincoln a majority of 
23,500 over Douglas. In 1864 the Republi- 
can majority was Over 20,000; in 1868 it 
was 10,000, and in 1872 it was 22,500. The 
reaction came in 1876, when Tilden’s plur- 
ality was 5,515. This is the basis of com- 
parison. If the Democrats carry the State 
by a larger plurality than 5,515 it will 
stand as so much gain of popular confi- 
dence since 1876, and vice versa. 

As to Ohio, it should be enough to re 
member that for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury it has regularly voted for the Repub- 
liean candidate at every Presidential clec- 
tion. Last year the Republican candidate 
for Governor, Foster, carried the State 
over Ewing by over 17,000 votes. Even 
wishy-washy Hayes had over 7,000 majori- 
ty over Tilden. 

It would seem very idle to predict any- 
thing when the result is already decided 
and on the way, as it were. Ifthe Demo- 
crate should carry both States the election 
would be over. If the Republicans should 
carry both States Garfield would 
receive a tremendous boom. But 
if— what seems most * likely— 
the Democrats should carry Indiana and 
the Republicans Ohio, the battle will simply 
cw York, New Jersey 
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reliably. 


and Connecticut, and the Republicans will 
there md&ke a life-and-death struggle the 
like of which was probably never known 
in American politics. \ 

Still, if the Democrats carry Indiana 
by about 5,515 votes, Hancock’s election 
will be reasonably sure. 


AFTER all it is questionable: whether 
Alexander, the Emperor of Russia, whose 
efforts to repress Mohammedan immoral- 
ity have won for him the regard and esteem 
of the Christian. world, can be considered 
a really first-class gentleman. A short 
time ago, after breaking the heart of his 
spouse by his neglect and notorious infidel- 
ity, he married morganatically a court ad- 
venturess whom he had raised to noble rank ° 
under the title of Princess Dolgorousky, 
and now a telegram announces that he has 
formed a fresh liaison with a dandsome 
Polish lady. ‘The House of Romanoff has 
not teen celebrated for its morals since 
the cays of Miachael Feodorovitch. It 
would seem that Alexander is only carry- 
ing out the policy of Peter the Great. 
This distinguished gentleman made his 
mistress, Catharine, his Empress and 
thereby set a bad example to his descend- 
ants. Catharime’s career was almost as re- 
markable as that of Menzikoff, who rose 
from a pie boy singing ballads inthe 
street tothe Premiership of the Empire. 
She was a Livuonian maid, and on the 
day before the siege of Marien- 
burg by the Rugsian army was married to a 
Swedish soldier. He was killed, and upon 
the capitulation of the place the sixteen- 
year-old widow fell to the lot of a Russian 
General. She followed the camps for a 
season, when her beauty attracted the at- 
tention of the epileptic Czar, and he took 
her under his immediate patronage. In the 
campaign against Turkey in 1711 she 
rendered him signal service and he for- 
mally married her and raised her to his 
throne. Itis not likely that Russian- Em- 
perors are any worse now than they were 
two hundred years ago, but itis tolerably 
certain that they are no better. It is ques- 
tionable whether people can be happy or 
prosperous under an absolute monarchy. 
It is reasonably certain that no monarchy 
can confer blessings so long as its court is 
honeycombed with corruption. Itis not 
to be wondered at that a great many worthy 
people in Russia are disposed to deprive 
their hereditary ruler of a few of his frol- 
icsome privileges. 


AN immense audience greeted the new 
aspirant for tragic honors at the Grand 
Opera-house last night. Mr. Thomas W. 
Keene, though comparatively new to our 
play-goers, is an experienced and mature 
actor. In California and the East his pop- 
ularity Was assured several years ago, but 
for the first time he appeais to the American 
people as the competitopof Booth, McCul- 
Jough and Barrett. His success last night 
us Richard III. certainly fixed him in the 
favor of St. Louis. There is no criticism 
so unjust as that of comparison, and yet 
the patron of the tragic drama is prone al- 
ways to measure a performance by the 
standard which’bas been erected for him 
by some other actor of renown. It is but just 
to say that, judged by this rule, Mr. Keene 
Jast night brought no disappointment to 
those who have,been wont to find the em- 
bediment of the wicked Gloster in a Sul- 
iivan, a Booth or McCullough. He has an 
abundance of tragic power and he reads 
and acts with intelligence. There is plen- 
ty of room now on the stage for an Ameri- 
can tragedian. The list of actors who dare 
attempt an interpretation of the classic 
drama contains but four names and we 
gladiy welcome Mr. Keene to the tirma- 
ment of tragic stars.

34 and 4th verses, of the Book of Deuterono- 
my; therefore, resolved, that the Committee 
on Canons be requested to give attention to 
that clause and report to this cenvention.’’ 
The canon in question relates to marriage and 
divorce, and the paragraph reads as follows: 
‘*‘No ministers knowingly, after due inquiry, 
shall solemnizethe marriage of any person 
who hss a divorced husbaad or wife 
living, if such husband or wife 
heen put away tor any cause arising after mar 
riage, but this canon shali not be held to ap- 
ply to an innocent narty in a divorce for cause 
of adultery ,or to parties once divorced secking 
tolLeunited again.’’ The resolution was 
adopted.

Merchants—Notes. 


The type sampies for the new grades of 
wheat to go into effect January 1, 1880, were 
examined by quite a number of receivers, 
shippers and millers of this market to-day. 
The general opinion seemed to be thatthere 
nad been little appreciable change in the No.

He was in favor ot the 
change now itis made, andif he had known 
that the grades would have resulted as shown 
he never would have opposed it.The No. 1 was 
a ‘‘delusionand a snare,’’ butthe No 2 could 
be used.
